16. The Presidency Opium Godowns will be kept open free of charge for the odélivery 
of opium chests to shippers between the hours of 10-30 4m. and 5 p.m. on ordinary worki 
days, and between the hours of 8 a.m. and 7 Pym. on days (including Saturdays nee rte, 
holidays) ne the sailing of steamers in which the shipment of opium has been 
notified. For delivery of opium chests outside these hours tlie Intendant shall require the 
payment of a fee of sixteen rupees in respect of each requisition, and a further fee of two 
annas in respect of each chest delivered. No application for the delivery of opium chests 
shall be received by the Intendant after 9 p.m. 

17. The ‘procedure described in rules 9 to 15, both inclusive, is enjoined especially in 
the case of opium cleared from the godowns after 4-30 pm., but it may, on application by 
the shipper to the Intendant, be followed in the case of opium cleared before that time. ©

Rule 6.—(1) Notwithstanding anything in rules 3 and 4, and subject to the conditions 
prescribed in this rule and to suc further conditions as may be prescribed by the Local 
Government in each case, a license may be granted for the possession of any stated quantity 
of petroleum in a place specially prepared for the storage of petroleum in bulk in accordance 
with plans and specifications approved by the Local Government. The capacity in gallons 
shall be conspicuously marked on every storage tank or other receptacle in such place. 


(2) Every tank or other receptacle for the storage of petroleum in bulk in such a place 
as is referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be protected by an efficient lightning-oonductor : 


Provided that a-tank or receptacle which is not of sufficient capacity to contain 10,000 
gallons of petroleum need not be so protected if it is so situated as not to be liable to cause 
danger in the event of the petroleum being ignited, i. ¢., if it is-not in close proximity to any 
other such tank or receptacle or to any building, and if it is surrounded by a wall or moat or 
combination of both, sufficient to prevent the flow of petroleum beyond certain cirowmesribed 
limits in the event of the escape of the whole contents of the tank when. full. 


(3) Not less than once in every year the holder of a license.granted under sub-rule (1) 
for a place in which there is, under sub-rule (2), required to beva lightning-conductor, shall 
test or cause to be tested the efficiency of the lightning-conductor in such manner as the 
authority granting the license may, by general or special order, declare to be sufficient.

In supersession of the rules published in the Board’s Notification No. 1196B., dated 
the llth June 1898, and with reference to clause 11 of the rules published in Notification by 
the Government of Bengal No. 12258 R., dated the 2ist February 1898, the following 
revised rules are laid down to regulate the export of opium by sea from Calcutta : — 


1.. Opium may be ed by sea from the port of Calcutta if it has been purchased from 
the Eide caiae at, a public sale held by the Board of Revenue, and is idvusek be a pass or 
certificate granted by the Board. A certificate is a document authorising the Collector of 
Customs to allow t og Fea of the opium specified in it. The currency of a certificate is 
four days, exclusive of its date of issue, and exclusive of Sundays and Custom House holidays. 
No pass or certificate for the export of opium will be issued on the same day on which the 
opium has been sold. 

2. Shipping bills for exportation of opium must be printed in red ivk and presented 
at the Oustom House in duplicate, accompanied by a certificate in such form as the Board 
may direct. The duplicate on which the pass is granted will be returned to the shipper to 
obtain delivery from the opium godowns, the original being forwarded to the gate officer 
on the wharf to expedite the passing of the opium out. of the Custom House. 


8. If any opium covered by a certificate is not removed from the Presidency Godowns 
— ve ag aoe aye ing oe i of the wp of nj certificate, the holder of the 
6 must, Wi ours n ti) expiry of the sai iod, apply to t 
of Revenue for a fresh certificate. iad ee re tee 

4. If any opium has been removed from the Presidency Godowns within the said 
pees of four days, and has been 2 anh ut by the Customs authorities for export, but has not 

n shipped within the said period by jtason of the opium being shut out from the ship in 
which -it was intended to be shipped, or for any other reason, the shipper must, without delay, 
apply to the Board for a fresh certificate, and must, pending the issue of such certificate,either 
(a) return the opium to the Presidency Goddwns, with the permission of the Collector of 
Customs, or (4) keep it, with the permission of the said Oollector, under sealed hatches at a 
mooring ghat to be fixed by the Superintendent of the Calcutta Customs Preventive Service. 


5. A charge of ten rupees shall be made for the services of the Customs Officer 
deputed to supervise the returning of opium to the Presidency Godowns, or the sealing of 
hatches, in pursuance of rule 4 of these rules. 

6. (a) On ordinary working days, no treasury receipt in payment of opium, and no 
pass, will be accepted by the Board after 3-30 p.m., and no certiticate will be granted after 
4 Pom, 

(b) On Saturdays, no receipt or pasg will be accepted after 1-30 p.m., and no certificate 


d after 2 p.m. 
(c).A certificate is not transferable, and no one but the person named on the face of it by 


the Board will be entitled to export opium on it. 


7. The certificates granted by the Board are to be returned to the Board, within 
thirty days, duly cancelled. 

8. A feo of five rupees will be charged to a shipper on presentatfon of shipping bills after 
4 p.m. on the day of clearance of the China steamer. 

9. Opium intended for export, which is not cleared from the godowns before 4-30 p.m., 
shall be conveyed to the steamer or ship from the ghat opposite the opium godowns in cover- 
ed cargo-boats with properly secured hatches. 

10. As soon as the Intendant is aware thai clearances will be made after 4-30 PM. he 
shall make immediate report to the Collector of Customs, who will at once appoint one or more 
Preventive Officers, as may be necessary, to be in attendance at the ghat at which the cargo- 
boats lie, In his report the Intendant shall mention the probable number of chests which will 
be removed during the evening; and each day, as long as clearances are going on, ke shall 

furnish the Collector of Customs with a similar report. : 

~ 11. The Preventive Officer at tho ghat shall examine all boat-notes and chests. and 

the latter placed in the hold of the carge-boat. He shall then secure and seal. with a 
ictive mark, the hatches or other onenings or doors of the cargo-boat by which: nocees 
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may be had to the hold, before allowing the boat to ener to the steamer or ship, He shall _ 
also make an entry in the boat-note, specifying that the hatches or other openings or doors 
have been sealed. 
12. The Preventive Officer on board the receiving steamer or ship shall car 

- examine the seals affixed to the hatches or other openings or doors of a cargo-boat laden wit 
opium, as soon as the boat arrives alongside the vessel, and shall not allow the seals to be 
broken in any case until he is prepared to receive the opium on board, and to superintend 
the removal of the chests from the hold of the cargo-boat. 

13. If it appears to the Preventive Officer on board the receiving vessel that the seals 
laced on the batches or other openings or doors of a cargo-boat have been broken in transit, or 
ave been in any way tampered with, he shall immediately bring the matter to the notice of 

the officer in charge of the vessel, and shall examine each chest carefully. If any theft of 
‘opium is discovered, the Preventive Officer shall make an immediate report to the River Police 
and to the Collector of Customs, mentioning at the same time the number of the cargo-boat 
and the name of the owner and manjhi. 

14. A shipper who removes his chests of opium from the Government premises after 

4-30 p.m. shall be required to pay a fee of two rupees for any number of chests up to twenty ; 
three rupees for any number of chests above twenty and up to fifty ; and five rupees for any 
larger number of chests. | 
15, The fees mentioned in rule 14 shall be realized by the Intendant before delivery of 
chests to the shippers, and shall be remitted daily by him to the Superintendent, Customs 
Preventive Service, for the remuneration of Preventive Officers, who may be employed beyond 
the usual working hours. : , 
| 16. The Presidency Opium Godowns will be kept open free of charge for the delivery 
of opium chests to shippers between the hours of 10-30 a.m. and 5 p.m. on som worki 
days, and between the hours of 8 a.m. and 7 p,m. on days (including Saturdays and gazett 
holidays) Sere 2 the sailing of steamers in which the shipment of opium has been 
notified. or delivery of opium chests outside these hours the Intendant shall require the 
payment of a fee of sixteen rupees in respect of each requisition, and a further fee of two 
annas in respect of each chest delivered. No application for the delivery of opium chests 
shall be received by the Intendant after 9 p.m. 

17. The procedure described in rules 9 to 15, both inulusive, is enjoined especially in 
the case of opium cleared from the godowns after 4-30 p.m., but it may, on application by 
the shipper to the Intendant, be followed in ygonse of opium cleared before that time.

revised rules are laid down to regulate the export of opium by sea from Calcutta :—~ 
1. Opium may be exported by soa from the port of Calcutta if it has been purchased from 
the Government at a public sale held by the Board of Revenue, and is covered by a pass or 
certificate granted by the Board. A certificate is a document authorising the Collector of 
Customs to allow the re ne of the opium specified in it. The currency of a certificate is 
our days, exclusive of its 






of issue, and exclusive of Sundays and Custom House holidays. 
No pass or certificate for the export of opium will be issued on the same day on which the 
opium has been sold. | , 

2. Shipping bills for exportation of opium must be printed in red ink and presented 
af the Custom House in duplicate, accompanied by a certificate in such form as the Board 
may direct. ‘The duplicate on which the pass is granted will be returned to the shipper to 
obtain delivery from the opium godowns, the original being forwarded to the gate officer 
on the wharf to expedite the passing of the opium out of the Custom House. 

3. If any opium covered by a certificate is not removed from the Presidency Godowns 
within a period of four days from the date of the issue of the certificate, the holder of the 
certificate must, within 24 hours next after the expiry of the said period, apply to the Board 
_ of Revenue for a fresh certificate. 

4, Ifany opium has been removed from the Presidency Godowns within the said 
riod of four days, and has been passed out by the’Oustoms authorities for export, but has not 
en shipped within the said period by reason of the opium being shut out from the ship in 


which it was intended to be shipped, or for any other reason, the shipper must, without delay, 


apply to the Board for a fresh certificate, and must, pending the issue of such certificate, either 
(a) return the opium to the Presidency Godowns, with the ission of the Collector of 
Oustoms, or (+) keep it, with the permission of the said Collector, under sealed hatches at a 
mooring ghat to be fixed by the Superintendent of the Calcutta Customs Preventive Service. 

5. charge of ten rupees shall be made for the services of the Customs Officer 
deputed to supervise the returning of opium to the Presidency Godowns, or the sealing of 
hatches; in pursuance of rule 4 of these rules. 

6. (a) On ordinary working days, no treasury receipt in payment of opium, and no 
pass, will be accepted by the Board after 3-30 p.m., and no certificate will be granted after 
4 PM. 

(b) On Saturdays, no receipt or pass will be accepted after 1-30 p.m., and no certificate 
granted after 2 p.m. 

(ce) A certificate is not transferable, and no one but the person named on the face of it by 
the Board will be entitled to rt opium on it. 

7. The certificates granted by the Board are to be returned to the Board, within 
thirty days, duly cancelled, 

8. A fee of five rupees will be charged to a shipper on presentation of shipping bills after 
4 p.m. on the day of clearance of the China steamer. 

9. Opium intended for export, which is not cleared from the godowns before 4-30 p.m., 
shall be conveyed to the steamer or ship from the ghat opposite the opium godowns in cover- 
ed cargo-boats with properly secured hatches. 

10, As soon as the Intendant is aware that clearances will be made after 4-30 p.m., he 
shall make immediate report to the Collector of Customs, who will at once appoint one or more 
Preventive Officers, as may be necessary, to be in attendancb at the ghat at which the cargo- 
boats lie. In his report the Intendant shall mention the prdbable number of chests which will 
be removed during the evening; and each day, as long as clearances are going on, he shall 
furnish the Collector of Customs with a similar report. 

ll. The Preventive Officer at the ghat shall examine all boat-notes and chests, and 
see the latter placed in the hold of the cargo-boat. He shall then secure and seal, with a 
distinctive mark, the hatches or other openings or doors of the cargo-boat by which access 
may be had to the hold, before allowing the boat to eed to the steamer or ship. He shall 
also make an entry in the boat-note, specifying that the hatehes or other openings or doors 
have been sealed. 

12. The Preventive Officer on board the receiving steamer or ship shall carefully 
examine the seals affixed to the hatches or other openings or doors of a cargo-boat laden with 
opium, a8 soon as the boat arrives alongside the vessel, and shall not allow tho seals to be 
broken in any case until he is prepared to receive the opium on board, and to superintend 
the removal of the chests from the hold of the cargo-boat. ba 

13. If it appears to the Preventive Officer on board the receiving vessel that the seals 

laced on the hatches or other openings or doors of a caigo-boat have been broken in transit, or 
ve been in any way tampered with, he shall immediately bring the matter to the notice of 
the officer in charge of the vessel, and shall examine each chest carefully. If any theft of 
opium is discovered, the Preventive Officer shall make an immediate report to the River Police 
and to the Collector of Customs, mentioning at the same time the number of the cargo-boat 
and the name of the owner and manjhi. :

I.—LOWER PRIMARY SOHOLARSHIPS, 


Unit area.—The Lower Primary Scholarships will be distributed according to fhanaz, 
and will be open only to pupils attending lower primary schools, provided that such schools 
adopt the course prescribed in Bengal Government Resolution No. 1, dated lst January 1901, 

Preliminary selection —A preliminary selection of candidates will be made by the Sub- 
Inepector of Schools based on the results of his annual inspections. Such selections may, if 
desired, be made by the Sub-Inspectors after consultation with the Guru Instructors in charge 
of the schools of the thana. The Sub-Inspeotor should forward to the Deputy Inspector a 
list of eligible candidates from each thana. _ 3 , 

Limit to selection.—The number of names in the aforesaid list should not exceed three 
times the number of scholarships allotted to each thana, and the name of not more than 
one candidate from each schoo! should appear in the list. | 

Scrutiny.— The Deputy Inspector should scrutinise the list and, if necessery, strike 
out names from, or add names to, the list if he has reason to believe any injustice is being 
done. . | 
Scholarship Eramination.—The final selection for scholarships will be made by means of 
an examinaticn of the candidates selected as aboye and in the books and subjects prescribed 
from time to time by the Director of Public Instruction. The examination will be. held at 
the head-quarters of a thana, or at some convenient higher olass school, and be conducted 
under arrangements made by the District Board or by the District Committee of Public 
Instruction, as the case may be. The examination will be mainly oral, and be conducted by 
Superintendents appointed by the District Board or its Education Committee, or by the 
District Committee of Public Instruction in non-Board districts. Any written papers which 
may be set to test candidates’ hand-writing and knowledge of Arithmetic will e examined 
by the Superintendents or by examiners appointed by the District Board or the Distriot 
Committee of Public Instruction, for each thana. 

Marks earned by the examinees.—The marks earned by the candidates at the oral exami- 
nation, and also in papers set in writing and Arithmetic, should be forwarded to the Deputy 
Inspectors of Schools who should submit them to the Chairman, District Board, or the Vic ‘ 
President, District Committee of Public Instruction, giving his views as to the distribution 
of the scholarships, and any other remarks he may wish to make. 

Award of scholarships.—The scholarships will be awarded by the stoma Board, or by 
the District Committee of Public Instruction, as the case may be; in consultation with the 
Deputy Inspector, and in accordance with the rules in force in the Department, or sanotioned 
from time to time by Government. 


Il.—UPPER PRIMARY SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Unit area.—The a primary scholarships will be distributed. according to subdivisions, 
and will be open to pupils attending (1) upper sagt! schools, (2) the third class of middle 
schools, and (8) the seventh class, section A, of high schools, prey sdag that such schools are 
being taught under the Code given in Government of Bengal’s Resolution No 1 of 1901.
